Thinking that he m eant that some­ 
thing was wrong with one of the 
wheels or a tire, Mrs. Trapp stopped 
her car and the 
stranger stopped 
his. 
As Mrs. Trapp stooped over 
to look at a wheel of her machine 
the man sneaked 
up 
behind 
her, 
seized her by the neck and kissed 
her. 
Kick Fells Attacker. 
Mrs. Trapp kicked at 
the 
man 
while he held her 
and 
one blow 
felled him. As the man lost his grip 
Mrs. Trapp jumped into her machine 
and sped off toward the home of Mrs. 
Carpenter. 
Upon entering the door 
of Mrs. C arpenter's home Mrs. Trapp 
in an excited and trem bling voice 
told of her experience a t the hands 
of the brute on the highway and then 
collapsed. 
Dr. C. C. Violett of Garden Grove, 
who has been Mrs. T rapp's physician 
for several years, was quickly sum­ 
moned and did everything within his 
power to revive her. 
According to 
Dr. Violett, Mrs. Trapp was in such 
a state of excitem ent that she was 
able to give only a m eager account 
of w hat had occurred. 
Ijater in the evening Mrs. Trapp 
was removed to the home of her 
brother. Otto W arnke at Bellflower, 
where she has made her home since 
the tragedy which left her a widow 
seven months ago.

E aster Sunday is the first 
Sunday after the Paschal full moon, 
that is the first Sunday after the 
full moon on or next after March 
21, and therefore cannot be earlier 
than March 22, or later than April 
25. Only once in the past 121 years 
has E aster Sunday been observed as 
early as March 22. That was in 1818. 
Next year Easter will be observed 
on April lf). 
Period of Fasting 
Strict observance of L ent 
will 
start Wednesday with the Catholics. 
Services will probably consist of two 
masses in the morning and an even­ 
ing service. 
In the Catholic church the Lenten 
period 
is 
observed 
by -daily 
serviees. Fasting, prayer and alms 
giving, the abolishment of all forms 
of am usem ent and the giving up of 
all luxuries mark the period. Palm 
Sunday, 
the 
Sunday 
previous to 
Easter, and the day which marks 
the beginning of Holy Week, ranks 
next to E aster in the extent of re­ 
ligious .services. Holy week, preced­ 
ing the joyful feast of the Resur­ 
rection, is marked by most solemn 
ceremonies and on Good Friday, the 
day commemorating the erncifixion, 
the church is all in black. 
Plans for the observance of Lent 
in the Church of the Messiah have I 
not been completed, but it is

pected that services will be held 
every day each week until Easter. [ 
with the exception of Saturdays and 
Mondays.

This brings me to a discussion of 
what man Is, and of his relation to 
God. 
In the boolc of Genesis, are 
found two distinct and dissim ilar ac­ 
counts of m an’s creatiton. 
U ntil I 
studied the subject of C hristian Sci­ 
ence, I never saw the distinction be­ 
tween these two accounts of crea­ 
tion, yet they are quite unlike. 
In the first chapter of Genesis, the 
record runs, “So God created man in 
His own image, in the image of God, 
created He him, male and female 
created He them." 
Christian Sci­ 
ence teaches that this is the correct 
account of m an’s creation. It sets 
forth 
the 
spiritual 
man. 
When 
C hristian Science 
says 
that man 
cannot be sick, nor Buffe*-, nor sin. 
nor die, reference is made to this 
real man, this God-created, this spir­ 
itual man; 
or, 
to use a scientific 
term, this God-idea. 
Christian Science teaches that cre­ 
ation is not the molding of forms out 
of m atter, but is the unfolding of 
spiritual ideas; that men and ■women 
are ideas of God, of infinite Mind. It 
is fine mental and spiritual growth 
to dwell in the consciousness of one’s 
spiritual being and one is led there­ 
by to see the force and truth of Mrs. 
Eddy’s statem ent on page 14 of Sci­ 
ence and Health, “Become conscious 
for a single moment that Life am*

With these two pictures before us,

in those stirring words, calling the 
world to action on a basis of splritu 
a1 pov.-er with a new promise; and 
then proceeded to dem onstrate by 
so-called 
miracles, 
step 
by 
step, 
m an’s power and ability to over­ 
come all the power of the enemy? 
Mortal Mind. 
W hat is the enemy over which 
Jesus says we have power? 
Paul 
says: “To be carnally minded is 
death, but to be spiritually minded is 
life, and peace, because the carnal 
mind i« enm ity against God.” 
The 
enemy is, therefore, the carnal or 
fleshly mind, or as Mrs. Eddy calls 
it in Science and Health, the “mor­ 
tal mind.” as opposed to the divine 
Mind. 
Mortal mind, as it is understood 
and used in Christian Science, is not 
an entity, but is rather the absence 
of the reflection of the divine Mind 
It is, in other words, a state of ig­ 
norance and when it is the only mind 
that a human being has or knows 
anything about it subjects him to 
every ill to which the flesh is heir 
and this subjection is not decreased 
but is rather increased by what is 
ordinarily called education, unless 
this education be carried on with an 
understanding 
of the 
truth about 
God as revealed in Christian Sci­ 
ence. 
For instance, the man who 
knows most 
and is 
the best edu­ 
cated 
on the subject 
of so-called 
symptoms of disease, is soonest the 
victim of some disease, or, the man 
who is best informed on the subject 
of human anatom y is oftenest find­ 
ing something wrong with his anat­ 
omy. 
Was not this thought in the 
mind of the wise man. King of Jer­ 
usalem when he wrote a long time 
ago, “for in much wisdom is much 
grief, and he that increaseth knowl­ 
edge incroaseth sorrow.” 
Mortal mind is full of fear, doubt, 
anxiety, envy, hatred, malice, and 
what not of all this evil brood. 
It Is 
no wonder that man governed by 
mortal mind is sick. Every so-called 


God. 
Let us go forth tomorrow with 
the thought of God s goodness and 
love in all things. 
Let us see noth­ 
ing, say nothing, do nothing, be noth­ 
ing, believe nothing, that is unlike 
goodness or Love. 
Do you hear a 
man cough? Do not turn instantly 
and fix cold or inlfuenza or any other 
disease upon him. 
That would he 
unlike goodness and Love. 
Know 
th at God never made a cough, there 
fore it is unreal and does not belong 
to man. 
Do you see a man limping there on 
crutches? 
Do not fix lameness on 
him. 
That would be unlike good­ 
ness or Love. 
Lameness is no part 
of God’s creation, therefore it does 
not belong to God’s man and should 
not bind him. 
Do you suppose Pet­ 
er and John #hen they approached 
the temple and saw lying at the gate 
the man, a cripple from his m other’s 
womb, began to think of weak mus­ 
cles 
and 
undeveloped 
bones 
and 
structures? 
No, they saw nothing 
unlike goodness and Love. 
They 
saw God’s man. and said to him, “In 
the name of Jesus C hrist of Nazar­ 
eth rise up and walk,” and he was 
instantly made whole. 
In Science and H ealth, page 123, 
we 
read 
“Divine 
Science, 
rising 
above 
physical theories, 
excludes 
matter, 
resolves 
things 
into 
thoughts, and replaces the objects of 
m aterial sense with spiritual ideas.” 
Let us try this plan in our destruc­ 
tion of evil. 
We may begin on the 
members of the household by seeing 
them as thoughts; thoughts of God, 
expressions of His goodness and His 
love, existing to bless the borne and 
all mankind. 
Contrariwise, let us 
not see them as selfish, impatient, 
intolerant, and all such evil thoughts 
or beliefs will be banished from the 
home. 
Then home will become the 
abiding place of love, goodness and 
harmony. 
Maybe you are a teacher, then go 
forth to your school seeing the chil­ 
dren not as disobedient, rude,, mis­ 
chievous, or unintelligent. 
Shall we 
not rather see them as thoughts of 
God, expressions of God’s goodness, 
Love, and reflecting the intelligence 
of the divine Mind? 
You have no 


the M aster turned his gaze away 
from the group that he might pray, 
that he might see each one of th at 
group as God’s idea, an expression of 
God’s goodness and God’s love? 
He! 
did not w ant to see self-righteous 
condemning 
scribes and 
Parisees, 
nor did he wish to see an impure, 
sinful woman, but he did want to 
see each one as a child of God, ex­ 
pressing God-like qualities. 
From the result, we may judge 
w hether or not the M aster’s treat-! 
ment, or prayer, was effective; the 
men, one by one, wont out and left 
the woman alone. 
The Master, then 
looking upon her, asked where were 
her accusers, 
and 
being informed 
that there were none, he answered.! 
“N either do I condemn thee; go and!

Thus Jesus taught! 
th at his mission was not to condemn,' 
but to save the world. 
As followers 
of him, are men more apt now to 
condemn or to seek to save? It not

group with a certain disease, another 
group with some disease, then one 
group guilty of this crime, and an­

crime—in other words, condemning 
them to disease and sin when God 
has not? 
Let us rath er be followers of the! 
M aster and try to save our fellow­ 
men by knowing and understanding 
that they are God’s children and as 
such, neither sick nor sinful. 
Jesus The Christ 
Christian 
Science 
has been as-' 
sailed because of its teachings con­ 
cerning Jesus, and it has been de­ 
nied a place among so-called ortho­ 
dox religions because it teaches that 
Jesus was not God. 
When we re­ 
member the difficulty that Jesus had 
in making even his disciples under-! 
stand who and what he was, it is 
not strange that the Christian Sci­ 
ence teaching on this subject has 
been misunderstood. 
Perhaps few j 
of the immediate followers of Jesus 
saw the distinction between the hu­ 
man Jesus and the C hrist but Chris- j 
tian Science has made this distinc­ 
tion clear. 
The man Je-ii* waa human, bo t 
of Mary, and his life covered but a 
brief span of years; but the C hrist, 
which was not a name so much as 
the divine title of Jesus, expressing 
his God-like nature, is eternal, and Is j 
ever inseparable from God.
